Oklahomans, 
as announcement was made today 
of 
the 
presentation 
of 350,000 
acres in Ellis county Oklahoma, to 
the state, for use as a game pre­ 
serve. 
This tract is second Only 
to the Louisiana state game pre­ 
serve, 
which includes more than 
200,000 acres. 
State Game Warden Ben W att, 
after a conference here with Repre­ 
sentative G. E. Davidson, of Ellis 
eonty, announced today that Mr. 
Daydson 
has 
turned 
over 
Ellis 
county tract, which has a 35 mile 
front on the South Canadian river, 
for use by the state game commiss­ 
ion as a game preserve. 
In it are included the most wild 
of fowl and game, and others of 
the kind will be used to completely 
stock 
it, 
from other sections of 
Oklahoma, Mr. W att said. 
More than thirty antelope, now 
in Cimaren county, and among the 
very few wild antelope now extant 
in the United States, will be herd­ 
ed soon to the Ellis county preserve 
Twelve or fifteen deer, not includ­ 
ing this year’s fawn are located on 
the 
new 
preserve, 
and 
Warden 
W atts has announced his intention 
of bringing a like amount from the 
state 
farm in Bryan 
county, to­ 
gether with a dozen or more Buf­ 
falo from the farm In Commanche 
county, at Medecine Park. 
The 
preserve 
is 
already 
rich, 
with thousands of prairie chickens, 
wild ducks, other water fowl, and 
quail, both the “Bob W hite” and 
the 
Gainb 
variety. 
Its 
streams 
are well stocked with fish. 
Many 
of the water fowl are rearing young 
in the marshes of the South Canad- 
oan river. 
The land now enclosed In a ten- 
barbed wire fence will be carefully 
posted, Mr. W atts says, and a range 
rider kept on duty night and day 
Final arrangem ents for stocking 
the 
preserve, 
setting 
routes 
for 
riders, and a housing site select­ 
ion will be made in person by the 
state game warden, the first week 
in August he says. 


Hundreds of arrests have been 
made and scores of stills “stilled" 
by county officers 
and

agents in the state for the five- 
month period from January I, 1921, 
to June I, 1921, according

questionnaire sent out by John W. 
Reece, federal prohibition director, 
as announced by Charles S. Matson, 
federal prohibition inspector, who

Fifteen counties of the state fail­ 
ed to report and the following fig­ 
ures are expected to 
be 
swelled 
somewhat when these statistics come 
in. Twelve hundred and ninety-one 
arrests in liquor cases have been 
reported, 170 acquittals or dismissal 
on liquor charges, 471 stills captur­ 
ed, 
8027 
gallons of liquor con­ 
fiscated, and 59 automobiles taken 
by officers for being involved in 
liquor transportation. 
This report 
covers only work of the counties 
under the state prohibition law. 
Government Report Big. 
The two 
federal 
enforcement 
forces report as federal cases dur­ 
ing the same period, 568 arrests in 
liquor cases, 30 acquittals or dis­ 
missals, 154 stills captured, 26,887 
gallons of liquor confiscated, and 
13 automobiles confiscated. 
From the reports and from in­ 
formation from other sources on be­ 
half of counties not reporting, it is 
estimated that under federal and 
state laws during the five months 
period, there has been 2,050 ar­ 
rests in selling, purchasing or man­ 
ufacturing liquor cases, 250 dis­ 
missals or acquitals, 800 stills cap­ 
tured, 40,000 gallons of liquor con­ 
fiscated, and 80 automobiles con­ 
fiscated. 
There has been upwards of $200,- 
000 assessed in fines, in addition 
to the imprisonment. 
! 
Under the Federal law, a liquor 
tax assessment can also be made 
against the property of the offend­ 
er in certain cases, and these assess­ 
m e n ts total more than $100,000. 
The United States district attor­ 
neys and their assistants, in both 
districts, have been commended for 
their labors, with an immense num­ 
ber of liquor cases always accruing. 
“The work has at all times had 
the support and assistance of the 
U. S. Marshalls and their deputies, 
of 
both 
judicial 
districts. 
The 
United States district judges are to 
be commended on the great amount 
of valuable time they are cheerfully 
giving to trial of liquor cases. The 
ll. S. court commissioners have as­ 
sisted in the work in every way 
possible,” the director’s statement 
said. 
“There are counties in the state, 
where there is no pretense at the 
enforcement of the prohibition laws, 
but in the majority of the counties, 
the enforcement officers are earn­ 
est and efficient, and these sheriffs 
and county attorneys are to be com­ 
mended, and in 
many 
instances, 
public sentiment was not expressed 
for law enforcement,” he concluded.

RESULTS YESTERDAY 


OKLAHOMA CITY July 25.— The 
first part of the past week was a 
continuation of 
the 
very 
warm 
w eather of last week. During this 
period showers fell over most of 
the state and reports indicate th at 
the soil m oisture is good except in 
the southw estern 
counties 
where 
m oisture is still needed. The week 
has been one 
of 
ideal 
growing 
w eather with plenty of sunshine and 
som ewhat 
cooler 
weather 
during 
the last half. 
Threshing of wheat and oats was 
again delayed by showers the first 
part of the week, but during the 
fair w eather of the latter part good 
progress has been made. Present in­ 
dications point to a w heat crop of 
50,000,000 bushels or better for the 
state. Inform ation reaching this of­ 
fice states th at a good percentage 
of the oats crop will not be of the 
proper quality for m arketing pur­ 
poses. Continued rains in the wheat 
and oats sections of the state have 
caused considerable dam age to the 
crop. 
Corn made good progress during 
the past week and is in excellent 
condition throughout the state. Suf­ 
ficient m oisture has fallen to prac­ 
tically insure the crop, except pos­ 
sibly in the southwest. Upland corn 
was never better. This will be Ok­ 
lahom a’s biggest corn year since 
1915. All indications promise a crop 
of 100,000,000 bushels or better. 
The 1915 crop 
was 
112,000,000 
bushels but there was 500,000 more 
acres of corn in 1915 than this 
year. 
Boll Weevil Active. 
The cotton plant also made good 
growth during the week, however, 
boll weevil has been reported in 
the southern, south 
central 
and 
eastern counties where considerable 
damage to the crop has been report­ 
ed. The weevil infested area ex­ 
tends as far west as Comanche and 
Colton counties. 
W aterm elons 
have 
commenced 
moving in car load lots from the 
vicinity of Terral and Rush Springs. 
The Terral district will probably 
move 500 cars and 300 cars will 
be loaded at Rush Springs. Timely 
rains in the southern part of the 
state have insured a crop of melons 
that cannot be excelled for size and 
quality anywhere. The growers have 
given particular attention to grow­ 
ing melons of good size and shape 
by removing all faulty ones from 
the vines. 
Kafirs, broom corn and all m inor 
crops have made excellent growth 
and have retained their high con­ 
dition percentage. The broom corn 
harvest is well under way in south­ 
western counties. 
The combined 
condition of all 
crops in Oklahoma ou July I was 
103.1 percent. Only 
eight 
states 
showed a higher condition for all 
crops than was found in Oklahoma 
and there was only two states where 
a greater increase was found In the 
condition of all crops during the 
month of June. This condition fig­ 
ure was 6.7 per cent better than 
the average for the United States.

of bread, butter, cereal, potatoes. 
Such eating habits fail to make the 
child develop normally, and we have

, children whose physical development 
is distinctly below' par that as a 
rule parents do not feel a sense of 
I guilt for a condition in their chil­ 
dren w’hich is wholly the result of 
ignorance or indifference. The out­ 
come of their failure to meet their 
obligations is a 
life-long 
tragedy 
for their offspring.

does not excuse anyone; how much 
less should ignorance 
of 
natural 
laws excuse parents? 
It 
is high 
time that every mother should know' 
as much about feeding her family 
as the thousands of successful farm­ 
ers know about feeding livestock.

will “cold storage kings” be beaten 
I at their own game and both pro- 


J ducer and consum er reap practical 
benefit. 
That is the advice of poultry ex 
perts at the Oklahoma A. A M. col 
lege here 
who are conducting a 
campaign for the 
“ canning” 
of 
eggs. 
In the first place, ordinary m eth­ 
ods now in use for egg preservation 
require eggs infertility. Fertile eggs 
begin to incubate in a tem perature 
of 68 degrees. Infertile eggs can be 
put through an incubator 
for 
a 
wreck and still be an edible prod­ 
uct. 
W aterglass or lim ewater are the 
substances suggested for preserving 
infertile eggs. Such eggs can't be 
m arketed, 
for 
they spoil 
shortly 
after being removed from the pre­ 
serving fuid. But they can be re- 
| tained for home consumption dur­ 
ing the w inter, 
while 
fresh-laid 
I eggs are sent to the m arket. 
I 
But a new process for egg preser­ 
vation has been discovered by Rob­ 
ert DuBols. an alum ni mem ber of 
the A. & M. college faculty. The 
process consists of dipping the eggs 
lh ’ a specially prepared acid, then 
into a solution of alum inum soap. 
It is a process of sterilisation and 
deferttlization— destruction of 
the 
germ. Eggs may be either fertile or 
infertile when the process is ap­ 
plied. 
Eggs dipped by DuiBois last Jan ­ 
uary 
were still 
fresh 
and sweet 
when broken this week. The pr&eti 
(ability of the process is shown by 
the fact th a t the preserving costs 
less than one cent per dosen. 
Du Bois has applied for a patent 
on the process and it is expected 
th at 
arrangem ents 
will be 
made 
soon for m anufacturing the ingred 
tents on a commercial scale.
